Probably there is not a member of the office equip- 
ment clan but will vote “Yes” on the proposal in the 
prospective legislation that henceforth the submission 
of proof of substantially exclusive use for a period of 
five years shall suffice to give a word or a name recogni 
tion as having acquired “secondary meaning.” So 
many surnames, geographical words, and other propet 
names are in use as trade-marks in the office appliance 
field that there is particular need in this quarter for 
some means to show when special property rights are 
acquired in a term that would ordinarily be common 
property. 

\s matters stand today, it is next to impossible to se 
cure from Uncle Sam, credentials, under our basic 
trade-mark law, for a descriptive word, a geographical 
name, or a surname or corporate name not distinctively 
displayed. The only firms or indviduals that can man 
age it are those that began business in 1895 or earlier 
and thus acquired deep-rooted rights before the present 
trade-mark law went into effect. It is obvious that it 
is entirely practicable for an energetic member of the 
office equipment trade to take a word from the diction 
ary or from our everyday vocabulary and, by persistent 
advertising, gradually invest it with a special meaning 
as indicating his particular product. And, of course, 
the younger firms in the trade, when they do this, should 
not be denied the special concession that is made to 
houses established one-third of a century. So the new 
law would include a proviso that five years’ exclusive 
use as a trade-mark will be all that is necessary to attest 
that a trade name has acquired a “secondary meaning” 
that overshadows its primary meaning.

When the prospect, after an exhaustive demonstra- 
tion, has his doubts, the Brandt Company readily loans a 
machine for one month, gives full instructions to the opera- 
tor who will have charge of it, and asks for no fee or 
promise to buy. Result: Purchase almost always follows 
trial. But nothing appeals more strongly to the British 
buyer than the company’s readiness, absolute eagerness, 
to meet special requirements and even prejudices with a 
specially constructed machine, whether this be for wages- 
paying or change-giving. Last year the British Empire 
Exhibition authorities used none but specially made 
Brandts for change-giving at Wembley, and will do so 
again at this year’s second edition of the big show, for 
vhich a considerable number of new machines have been 
ordered.

[he question of the authenticity of telegrams and the 
means by which it can be rendered pertectly certa has 
long been exercising the minds of the authorities in this 
country. As this means of communication becomes mort 
and more general, the need for doing something guard 
against fraud becomes more and more apparent, and the 


French post office is experimenting on a new teleauto 
graphic system, carried out by means of the Belin machines 
by which the actual telegram is photographed and thus 
transmitted. The recipient, who naturally knows th 
handwriting of the sender, in most cases, is certain of its 
being authentic when he recognizes the script As the 
photograph and not the text is transmitted the cost of the 


words 


telegram depends on its size, not on its number 


If the sender can write very small he pays less. These 
telegrams are called “autograph telegrams” and can be sent 
from Paris to Lyons and Strasbourg, or vice versa only 
\ space measuring 135 millimetres by 32 millimetres can be 
dispatched for five francs lf the present experiment 
proves successful, the system is likely to be extended to the 
whole of France. 

At present it is becoming increasingly the custom to tal 
down telegrams by ear, the operator depending on the 
sound to reproduce the words. In cases of telegraph 
addresses for instance, where the spelling is arbitrary, this 
frequently leads to confusion. Besides this, many me 
who were employed in the telegraphic service during the 
war, know the code and can catch the meaning of a mes 
sage coming over the wires when in the post office on quite 
other business. Thus the new system has many points i 
its favor besides that of preventing fraud 

Effect of Typewriter Sales on French Offices.

Note.—Conditions in Germany differ sharply from those 
here with regard to the latitude permitted in the regulation 
ot prices by trade organizations We can do none of the 
things described without becoming amenable to the anti 
trust laws either of the state or nation or both. We can't 
regulate prices or make anybody live up to any under 
standing or agreement if we attempt to do so. 

We are cf the opinion that the Germans, by giving the

One of the most interesting features of the show is the 
vast number of machines showing the development of the 
typewriter. Beginning with an ancient relic that repre- 
sents the first type of writing machine on the market, back 
in 1877, the display shows all sorts of variations up to the 
typewriter that operates with a perforated roll like a player- 
piano and makes it possible for a single bob-haired flapper 
to turn out a half a dozen letters at the same time and with 
much greater speed than her sister using an ordinary 
machine can write one letter. 

The adding machines occupy a conspicuous place and 
their development has been no less marvelous than that of 
the typing machine. The latest model, far simpler in con- 
struction than the earlier types, and with an equipment of 
only ten keys, is designed especially for banks. This ma- 
chine not only adds, multiplies, subtracts and divides, but 
if a depositor’s account is overdrawn it rings a bell when 
the figures are run through, and the deficit appears in red 
ink on the balance sheet. 

In looking over this exhibition of mechanical devices for 
speeding up the nation’s business, one is particularly struck 
with the trend toward the elimination of the human factor. 
In many instances it looks as if all that is necessary to 
achieve the most astonishing results is somebody with 
brains enough to press a button to set the whirring steel 

"@ in motion and administer oil when necessary. The 
machine does the rest and does it more accurately and 
speedily than any human being could ever hope to do. 

A young lady in the Remington booth dressed in the 
style of fifty years ago and operating a fifty-year-old Rem 


ington, which still functioned properly, attracted crowds 


of visitors. The old machine was shown along with the 
latest models, including the Remington-Noiseless four bank 
machine, which has just made its initial appearance. 

In the Edison booth the original phonograph was dis- 
played beside the latest model Ediphone, showing the mar 
velous progress which has been made in that line. 

The exhibit of the Los Angeles police department evoked 


much interest. It was educational in character, showing 
how to avoid accidents and how police statistics were kept. 
The interest was heightened by the appearance of Billy 
Lord, the child movie actor, who plays a policeman’s part, 
and in his trim policeman’s uniform is the smart mascot of 
the Los Angeles force.

Philosophy of American Waste. 


Returning from a section of the world where sharp 
economy is practiced, and where utilization of waste has 
become a science, observations of this nature in America 
made a deep impression upon me. There is some truth 
in the oft-repeated statement that we as a nation waste 
enough to take care of a small country. If a nation’s 
wealth and prosperity are reflected by the contents of its 
garbage cans then an interesting essay could be written on 
those of Germany and America. I cannot qualify for the 
task for my time was too short for such inspections, but 
the few cans I saw would make “good diggings” for the 
European hunter of garbage prizes. Without reference to 
the effects, much of American waste, which is in reality 
a premature discarding of articles still serviceable, is due 
to an over-production and the introduction of “Next year’s 
model,” fashion and style into nearly every branch of trade 
from shoes to automobiles. While these trade-assisting in 
novations are found to some extent in other countries they 
are not upsetting the ways of thrift in as large a degree 
as in the United States. Too many 1924 models and 
fashions of commodities which were still serviceable, were 
looked upon as water that had passed the dam, because 
1925 models were coming down stream. And our natio1 
wide competition of “keeping up appearances” will gi 
tee the sale of 1926 models.
